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SELECT DAIRY COW BY TYPE 



Milk Production and Reproduction 
Are Essential Functions — Rec- 
ords Are Lacking. 

The essential functions of the dairy 
cow are milk production and repro- 
duction. According to L. W. Wing, Jr., 
of the Missouri College of Agriculture, 
the most accurate methods of deter- 
mining these are: 

(1) Milk production by means of 
the milk scales and the Hancock test; 
(2) Reproduction by breeding records. 

There is only u small proportion of 
the cows used for dairy purposes on 
which such records are kept. This ne-

cessitates the employment of some 
other method of selection. In the 
breeding of high producing animals 
through several generations it has 
been observed that there are certain 
characteristics of the conformation 
which are correlated with large pro- 
duction. These characteristics are 
namely: (1) Extreme angular form, 
carrying no surplus flesh, but in good 
niivsical condition. (2) Prominent de- 
nent of the udder and veius. (3) 
lymmetrical development of the 
h:irr.'i with. hi rge. cana city. After one 
becomes familiar with these external 
characteristics it is possible to select 
rs producing ?>00 pounds of fat per 
year from those producing 150 p.'unds. 
Ti e difficulty comes in picking the ani- 
mal that will produce 500 pounds of 
fat per year compared to the one pro- 
ducing 400 pounds. 

The selection of animals by this 
method is rather uncertain. Until rec- 
ords are kept of more animals or some 
other me.'ins devised for selection, the 
selection by type should be used and 
it is up to everyone interested in 
dairy cattle to become familiar with it. 




IMPROVING THE BAD SPOTS 



Certain Small Ruts That Are Usually 
Wet and Soft Determine Load 
Farmer Can Carry. 

The worst holes in the road always 
determine the load the farmer can 
market. No stretch of roadway Is uni- 
formly good, because every road has 
certain small spots that are usually 
soft and wet. These spots cause more 
trouble than the rest of the road com- 
bined. How these spots are to be im- 
proved depends on the character of 
the soil, aud the nature of the coun- 
try. Many such spots owe their char- 
acter to a soft subsoil, due to springs. 
Before these roads can be permanent- 
ly improved they must be under- 
drained. If a tile is laid in these 
places there will usually be no trouble 
in the future. The surface of the road 
should then be idled with dirt and 
crowned, so any surface water may 
run off. If this is done there will be 
no trouble from subsurface water. 

Many roadways that are closed in 
with shade trees are bad. If a goodly 
portion of the scrub timber along these 
roads be removed, the ground will dry 
out and no trouble result. If the char- 
acter of the soil is soft and pliable, so 
that it will not pack and remain firm, 
new material should be applied to the 
surface. The best and cheapest mate- 
rial for improving roads is gravel. 
Where gravel beds are accessible a 
day's work with a team and wagon 
will improve any roadbed permanent- 
ly. If the soil is very sandy an 8-inch 
application of clay to the surface will 
effect wonders. The road patrol should 
spend a considerable portion of its 
time in remedying the bad spots in the 
road.

LEGUME HAYS ARE VALUABLE 

Utilization of Alfalfa or Clover Partly 
Solves Dairyman's Prob- 
lem of Feed: 



(By G. E. W P.AVER, University Farm, 
St. Paul, Minn.) 

One hundred and seventy-five pounds 
or good alfalfa or clover hay is worth 
as much OS 100 pounds of the ordinary 
grain feeds. With the present prices 
for feeds ranging from $25 a ton for 
bran to $85 per ton for corn, the aver- 
age cost for 100 pounds of grain is 
about .$2.75. The cost of its food 
equivalent in the form of 175 pounds 
of legume hay is $2.15. This much hay 
will produce 200 pounds of milk and 
effect a saving in feed cost of GO cents, 
which is at the rate of 30 cents for 
each hundred pounds. 

The utilization of such hay partly 
solves the dairyman's problem in these 
days of high feed cost and milk in- 
vestigations.

Also Pull Easier. 

Wide tires build up reads and save 
horse labor. They bave the same ef 
feet upon a country road as a roller on 
a plowed field. On the other hand, the 
narrow tire cuts up a road like a disk. 
It has been found by actual test in this 
matter that the wide-tired wagon 
pulls easier in nearly all cases than 
the nnrrow-tired wagon. In deep mud 
.on a country road the wide-tired wag- 
on pulls G.2 per cent easier, On the 
country road with a thin surface of 
mud or deep dust, however, the nar 
row tires pull 4.9 per cent easier. In 
a cornfield the wide tires pull 30.5 per 
cent easier, iu a dry alfalfa field 17.7 
per cent easier, and on a dry country 
road 10.2 per cent easier.

Save Money For Farmers. 

We are assured on high authority 
that if birds were as numerous today 
as they were 60 years ago it would 
mean a saving of many million dol- 
lars to American farmers.

In proof there is cited the follow- 
ing instance: A pair of them nested 
in a dead cottonwood tree near an 
orchard. One day the observer 
watched them through a pair of 
glasses. The young birds were 
about half grown. The parents 
made 96 trips in one hour, each time 
with a worm. It is safe to say that 
they saved 96 apples in that hour — 
a box worth, say $1. If the birds 
worked ten hours a day, they were 
worth $10 to the owner of that or- 
chard, or, in the three weeks the 
birds were in the nest $210. It is 
plain, then, that no farmer can af- 
ford to kill a woodpecker.

Protein feeds in the form of shorts, 
tankage, oilmeal or alfalfa hay should 
ho supplied. Self-feeders can he used 
for these feeds, and it is quite success- 
ful to grind the alfalfa hay. Sows will 
oat n larger percentage of alfalfa hay 
fed in the ground form than when fed 
in racks uuground. This alfalfa is 
generally cheaper on the corn belt 
farms than any of the other protein 
feeds and is a good balance to the corn 
ration. 

By following a few of these simple 
methods the sows will be brought, to 
farrowing time capable of producing 
rood strong pi its.

Colts that are bept growing make 
the best horses. Some fanners allow 
their young horses to "rough it" 
through the wilder and, although this 
is a good practice when not carried to 
extremes, if the feeder is not careful 
it may give the eolt a setback which 
permanently retards its development. 

Feeds that will promote growth 
should be supplied. Good, clean clover 
hay is palatable and slightly laxative. 
Timothy hay commonly is fed. Well- 
cured alfalfa hay free from dust i.* one 
o£ the best roughages for growing, but 
because of its relatively high protein 
content it generally is economical to 
supplement it with other roughage such 
as timothy, mixed hay, or corn fodder. 
Besides lending variety to the ration 
such a method of feeding alfalfa would 
offset any likelihood of kidney or 
bowel irregularities. Sheaf oats eaa 
be used to good advantage to supple- 
ment other roughage. The animals 
should not be allowed to gorge them- 
selves on dry feed. They should be 
given only what they will clean up 
readily, but at the same tiaie enough 
feed should be supplied. Oats, corn 
and peas, preferably fed ground, are 
suitable grains. Bran, oil meal or glu- 
ten feed will add protein and lend vari- 
ety. Cottonseed meal should not be 
fed to foals. Appropriate grain ra- 
tions for the first winter are: Two 
parls corn, five parts oats, three parts 
bran and one part oil meal ; or four 
parts oats, one part com and one port 
bran. 

Sihme should not be fed to foals to 
any considerable extent. Sliced rGots, 
such as carrots and sugar beets, are 
very palatable and have a cooling ef- 
fect on the digestive system. The 
quantity of feed generally should be 
regulated by the appetite, although oc-

RICE A VALUABLE FOOD. 

Plain boiled rice well cooked is di- 
gested and begins to be assimilated 
in one hour while many 
of the other cereals need 
three and four hours. 

Savory Rice. — This 
dish may be varied in 
countless ways. First 
have the vice well 
cooked ; it should be well 
washed and dropped into 
rapidly boiling water which has been 
salted, and allowed to cook until every 
grain stands out by itself, is tender 
and yet not mushy. Now take a cup- 
ful of cooked rice, put a layer of it 
in a well-buttered dish, then cover 
with a small layer of chopped chicken, 
giblets or any minced meat, with a 
broth or white sauce well seasoned 
and added w ith each layer. Bake until 
thoroughly hot and serve as a main 
dish or as a substitute for meat. To- 
matoes, with onion and a little chopped 
beef and rice, prepared in tins way is 
another good dish. 

Swedish Rice. — Boil a cupful of rice 
until tender in salted water. Drain 
and dry in the oven. Stir into it two 
tablespoonfuls of , sweet fat, the yolks 
of two eg^s well beaten, a teaspoonful 
of onion juice and salt and pepper to 
taste. Stir over the fire in a dish set 
in hot water, using a fork to stir with. 
Turn into a round bowl to mold, then 
unmold on a platter and heat in the 
oven. Serve with drawn butter sauce. 

Rice With Eggs. — Take a quarter of 
a cupful of washed and drained rice, 
ncld. a tablespoonful of sweet fat and 
stir until a light yellow over the heat. 
Add broth, potato or any other vege- 
table water, and cook covered until 
the rice is tender, then season well 
and stir in two or three fresh eggs; 
stir until cooked, then serve at once. 
This dish tastes like scrambled eggs, 
but a very few eggs need be used to 
serve five. Milk may take the place 
of the broth in cooking the rice. Skim 
milk may be used in many such dishes 
to advantage. 

A small amount of boiled rice added 
to gems, muffins or griddle cakes im- 
proves them. Plain boiled rice dressed 
as mashed potato will serve as a vesre- 
table with steak. Bice made into 
cakes r.nd fried, or into croquettes and 
served with a sauce are well-liked 
dishes.

car ionally the appetite may be too rav- 
enous to be a good indication. The 
g< neral condition of the eolt and the 
droppings should be observed daily. 
Usually tiot over one pound of grain 
per 100 pounds of live weight should 
be fed until the animal is two years 
obi. A liberal supply of salt and good 
water and plenty of fresh air and exer- 
cise are essential for the proper de- 
velopment of youDg horses. Idleness 
succeeding exercise will cause consti- 
pation. It is often said that a horse i.s 
made during his Ci st winter. Certainly 
ibis is a critical time In the animal's 
life, and at no other age will proper 
feed and attention do as much to make 
of him a good horse. If stunted during 
the first winter he never will gain 
proper size and shape. 

During the second winter the feed 
and management should be nearly the 
came as for the first winter, except 
that the quantity of feed should be In- 
creased somewhat, the colt tied up in 
his stall and handled frequently. Edu- 
cation by gentle and careful but firm 
handling at this aye will save later 
much strenuous labor.

Gibiet Coup.— Use the 
feet, neck, pinions nnd 
giblets of three fowls 
with one pound of finely 
cut bits -of real and a 
half a pound of ham. 
Crack the bones, cut up the giblets and 
with the meat put all into three quarts 
of water with a bunch of herbs and a 
pinch of allspice. Remove the bones, 
thicken the gravy, season well and 
serve hot. 

Olhcr combinations of meat may be 
used with the giblets and a smaller 
amount will make a good soup for a 
family of four. 

Puree of Vegetables. — Cut a turnip, 
n carrot and a potato in thin slices; 
add to them a few celery tops, a bay 
leaf, a cupful of tomato and two quarts 
of liquid in which beef has been 
cooked. Simmer gently for one hour; 
press through a tine sieve; return the 
mixture to the heat, add a tablespoon- 
fid of fat rubbed \sich two tnblespoon- 
fuls of flour, stir until it reaches the 
boiling point; add a grated onion, a 
teaspoonful of salt and a saltspoonful 
of pepper. Serve hot with croutons. 
This will serve six people at a small 
cost If the vegetables have been grown 
at home, more if they must be pur- 
cha sod. 

Waldorf Salad.— Cut the tops from 
the blossom end of nice red apples, 
scoop out the centers with a sharp- 
edged teaspoon. Cut the apple in cubes 
and mix with an equal quantity of cut- 
up celery, mix with highly seasoned 
mayonnaise, squeeze a little lemon 
Juice over the apples to keep them 
fron) discoloring before adding the 
dressing. Fill the cups, set in nests 
of watercress, and serve. French 
dressing may be preferred to mayon-
